was not in accordance with the constitution and 
was, therefore, invalid 

The meeting was noisy and-‘turbulent. The atmos- 
phere was very hot in the overcrowded hall, and 
interruptions and intersections were frequent, 

A- statement was also made on the situation 
the Teheran. children. 

The Board accepted a formula suggested by 
Cotonst Lorap NatHan (West London) in regard to 
the negotiations between the officers of the Board 
and of the A.J.A., while Mr. Elton’s motion, which 
was not put till 6.0 clock, when many of the Deputies 
had left, was defeated by 95 votes to 12.

RED AIR HERO 


Flight-Officer Fleishman’s 
Brilliant Record 


Flight-Officer Alexander Ficishman has had the 
title Hero of the Soviet Union conferred on him at 
an investiture held in the Kremlin on September 7, 
by M. Brovka, Vice-Chairman of the Supreme Soviet 
of the U.S.S.R. 

Alexander Ficishman, who is a native of Berdichev, 
has been on active service since the first day of the 
Russo-German war. He fought at Briansk, for 
three months continuously bombing the enemy lines. 
For these exploits he was decorated with the Order 
of the Red Banner. 

In the battle of Stalingrad he again showed his 
skili and daring, bringing down a number of German 
planes. In one battle alone he brought down single- 
handed three Messerschmitt 109s afid one Junker 87. 
For this he was awarded the Order of the Patriotic 
War. 

During the recent fighting on the Caucasian front 
Alexander Ficishman, at the head of six Soviet 
planes, encountered cighteen German. planes. He 
tore into the enemy machines and brought down 
three. The rest turned tail 

On another occasion Fleishman, who was resting 
after heavy fighting. learned that a large concentra 
tion of enemy forces was heading towards the Sovict 

tions. Without hesitation, Fieishman, at the 
head of six planes, made for the approaching enemy. 
He attacked thirty German Heinkel IIIs, five of 
which he brought down. 
withdrew 

in another battle, in which Fleishman was attacked 
by four Messerschmitt 109s, he brought down one 
of them, but was wounded in the fighting, and his 
plane caughi fir He baled out. his parachute was 
pierced by an enemy shell splinter, but he succeeded 
im landing safely on Soviet territory 

Ficishman’s family was evacuated from Berdichev 
before the Germans entered the town, and are now 
living at Kirovobad, in Azerbaidjan 


RUSSIAN .TANKMAN’S MEDAL 
FOR GALLANTRY 


Lt. Leib Krichevsky, Sergeant Sirelkov, and Private 
Kozlov were in a camouflaged tank, firing at a 
German battery, when the Germans found the posi 
tion of the tank and set it on fire. Private Kozlov 
was killed, and Sergeant Streilkov was seriously 
wounded. Lt. Krichevsky; though himself badly 
wounded, carried Sergeant Sirclkoy from the burning 
tank to safety, and then returned to bring oft the 
body of his dead comrade: 

Lt. Krichesvky has been decorated with the Medal 
for Gallantry.

A PARLIAMENT FOR PALESTINE ? 
Arab Paper's Ominous Forecast

Paper expires at the end of March, 1944, the paper 
declares, and the London Government no doubt 
have made preparations for the next step, prepara- 
trons for the election. of a Parliarnient and for 
mereasing the number of Palestinians in the higher 
ranks of the Palestine Administration. 

Such measures, the paper continues, will place the 
responsibility for dealing with Palestinian affairs in 
the hands of Palestinians and lead to a reorganisa- 
tion of the Palestinian administrative system whereby 
British officials will.act only as advisers and

He had 
mo personal motive whatever. But he thought that 
the selection of the Chief Rabbi was wrong im 
principle. 


The President intervened to say that while there 


was no objection to any member of the Board not 
agreeing to any particular proposal, tt would not 
be in place for them to discuss the Chief Rabbi

Mr. Cohen said his main point, was this: in the 
terms formerly employed by the President to 
describe the purpose and functions of the Executive 
Commiutiee, was to be a sounding board for the 
Community and represent clemenis that were not 
represented on the Board. It was to be a fusion and 
a unity in the Community. Well, such nominations 
did not seem to him to fall properly within that 
particular definition.

J.P. (Manchester, North 
Salford), said “the Executive had a great oppor- 
tunity of allaying the trouble which they had had im 
the Community in the last two or three months. 
Surely, he said, the Executive ought to. find it 
possible to make themselves repre emative of a 
wider circle of opinion than existed @ oresent. One 
flagrant omission was that of the woimnediate past 
President (Mr. Neville Laski, K.C.). With regard 
to the Chief Rabbi, was it not better, if they desired 
~—and they all desired to have the authority and 
gifts of the Chicf Rabbi behind any decisions they 
came to-——that he should be made an ex-officio 
member of the Executive and be invited to ali 
meetings in his capacity as Chief Rabbi, but not as 
a member of the Executive? 

The President explained that the Committee was 
entitled to co-opt three members. He felt quite sure 
that the Committee would like to co-opt a certain 
gentieman whose name had been mentioned, but in 
view of a certain discussion that was going on at 
the present moment in the community it was felt 
that such an offer made just now would possibly lead 
to a result Which be undesirable.

Ezekiel and Our Times 


“, .. And I will put breath in you and you 
shall live; and you shall know that 1 am the 
Lord,” -—Ezekiel xxxvii. 6. 


has become an excellent custom in the daily 
press to select a passage from the Bible that has 

a remarkable bearing upon the events of the hour. 
It is only natural that, in these days of anxiety and 
crisis, we should turn for much needed spiritual 
courage and inspiration to the pages of the greatest 
of all books, that inexhaustible source of faith and 
hope. We recognise that in its chapters is mirrored 
a true picture of the workings of the Diyine Provi- 
dence mm past generations, overflowing With teach- 
ings for our own day that are of the utmost value 
to all who seek guidance in tiecir many perplexities. 
From the profound wisdom of sage and prophet and 
Psalmist whose inspiring genius has influenced man- 
kind in all ages, we can derive that almost super- 
human strength that enables us to endure the sore 
trials of the present, and, sustained by an unshaken 
reliance upon our Heavenly Pather, look forward 
confidently to the dawning sunshine of a ha 
future. For our immediate refiection upon *t 
supre value of Biblical study,-the writings of the 
prophet Ezekiel afford admirable illustration tm their 
power of penctrating into the very depths of human 
thought. 

Like ourselves, Ezekiel was distfessed to the core 
by the upheaval and violence of his ime. Upon hus 
people had fallen dire disaster. The Tempic, the 
monarchy, the homeland, ali lay in utter ruin, If 
Isracl was to survive, a new order was needed filled 
with new aspirations and revivilying power. A man 
of vision, as well as a shepherd of souls, endowed 
with insight combined with foresight, could alone 
cope with the crushing problems of the moment. In 
full measare, Ezekiel possessed both these gifts, and 
so effectively did he serve both his God and his 
people that we may regard him as a prophet-priest 
for all teme. for all nations similarly situated, who, 
broken and enslaved, are struggling to renew thai 


liberty of spirit and of body that the rightful 


inheritance of all mankind. 


HE main themes of Ezckiel’s message to Israc! 
and to all men are not difficult to discern. tn the 

first place, there is the promise of a new creative 
vitality, of a quickening power, aiming at the fulfhl- 
ment of the Divine destiny of the coming generation. 
Overwhelmed by their many calamities, the sorfow- 


cemnant of his people, despairing of any revival), 


lament to the prophet, “ Our bones are dried up, 
our hope ts lost, we are clean cut of" To thei 
amazement, they receive a reassuring message from 
their spiritual leader that what seemed to them 
impossible would indeed come to pass, for “ the 
Hand of the Lod is never shortened that it cannot 
save.” Life would again be resiored to the decayme 
people and a glorious future yet awaited them as a 
result of then resuscitation. Two conditions were 
to be fullfilled if this miraculous rebirth were to be

of empire. Its mam @im was to establish a kingdom 


of holiness, as symbolined by the vision of the new . 


Temple of the Lord described by the prophet. 
Religion was to come to its own as the basis of a 
true tile, its teaches were to permeate the con- 
science of humanity, its influence upon the buiiding 
of character and its sway over the ideals of both 
individuals and the State were to become predomi- 
nant in the eyes of all. By the spiritual guidance 
of the Law of God alone would the world icarn the 
vital lessons of brotherhood, justice, and peace that 
can alone ensure universal happiness. 

How fully do we recognise that the present chaos 
in the world has sprung from a criminal denial of 
all religious doctrine in the affaits of men, with the 


result that liberty and the law of tight have been - 


almost destroyed, and the preservation of the highest 
moral virtues seemed all but bopeless' 


7ET another principle calls for universal adoption, 
fo create this new world-outlook upon life. 
Ezekiel Hhustrates this vital teaching by the parabic 
of the “ Two Sticks,” described in Chapter 37. The 
hitherto prevailing schism in the nation was to be 
healed. Judah and Israel were no longer to form 
rival kingdoms, “ for I will make them one nation 
and one king shall rule over them.” .United as 
brethren should. be, they will triumph in the end, 
sweeping aside all obstacles to the winning of a 
glorious victory. No longer will they be divided 
mto epposing camps who strive for mastery to the 
mjury of each other. The United Nations are to-day 
linkéd together by this doctrine, resolved to defeat 
the enemies of civilisation and once again to enthrone 
the kingdom of justice and international peace in the 
hearts of all men. Have we of the House of Isracl 
yet learned this tesson, of establishing a wide plat- 
form of perfect unity within ow! ramks. in spite of 
minor differences that are imevitable? We have 
already suffered enough from the fiendish iniquities 
of the doers of evil, we are bereft of so many of our 


‘centres of learning and piety. Have we not learned 


from our past miermal dissensions that, only by 
forming a single band im order to serve God and 
fulfil His Law, can we save the remnant of Israel 
that has escaped from the valley of the shadow of 
death? It is a lamentable sight in these critical days 
to note the assertion of individual views and ambi- 
tions, the numerous conflicting sections into which 


we are split, the civil war that is being fiercely waged | 


concernme the future welfare, spiritual and material, 
of our people, both within the Promised Land a 
Outside its borders. Our leaders appear to lack the 
armonious co- 
operation between all who are proud to call them- 
selves Jews, in the determination to strive to heal 
the lacerating wounds that this war has inflicted upon 
us in so many lands. In the solution of the gigantic 
problems now facing world Jewry, the wisdom and 
the enthusiasm end the courage of every man and 
woman in Israel will be demanded, and our con- 
stant prayer should be that none of us should fail 
to play our part in @ spirnt of true loyaliy to our 
Paith and its highest principles.

THE REAL KEY TO THE

Normality Regained in Palestine 


Professor J. Weingreen, Professor of Hebrew at 
Trinny College, Dublin, gave a pictorial presentation 
of “Palestine in 1942” at the Anglo-Palestinian Club 
recently. He related how when Australian nurses 
came to Palestine, they were conducted round the 
Wizo Mothercraft Training Centre. It must, he said, 
have been a revelation to them to see such highly 
organised health services. When Australian nurses 
wanted to see the countryside in Palestine, it was 
with real pleasure that the Jewish settlers showed 
them how civilisation hac been brought within a 
few years to places which were hitherto only swamps 
and waste lands. 

But what was most important, said the Professor, 
was that at long last Jews as Jews were able to offer 
hospitality in their own country. The Australian 
soldiers who spent their leave in Palestinic were made 
welcome on the farms and in the villages. They 
were farmers, too, and were hungry for work on the 
land. So they worked together with the Chaluizim ; 
they learned from actual contact that the Jew could 
be a normal being when living under normal condi- 
The New Zealand soldic®® who were the sts of 
their settlements were interested to learn all about the 
mew Persian lambs which were being bred in Pales- 
tine for the fur trade. They were sheep-farmers and 
here they met fellow sheep-farmers in the persons of 
the Jewish pioneers. This was an event of historic 
significance. For, after 2,000 years, Jews could 
mect non-Jews on terms of mutual respect. 

Here lay the key to the Jewish problem. in 
Palestine they had regained their own self-respect, and 
the respect of the world must inevitably follow. For 
it was Palestine and Palestine alone which gave the 
lie Ao all the false accusations made against them. 
These valiant men and women of theirs in Palestine 
realised that the true solution to the Jewish problem 
lay in their own hands; théey- were forging ahead, 
preparing the ground for the time when they would 
begin to bring in their people from Europe by the 
hundreds of thousands and restore them to normality.

CANADIAN POLITICAL 
Disquieting Developments 


ANTI-SEMITIC HOOLIGANISM IN 


QUEBEC 
(From our Correspondent—QvuEBEc) 


There are several indications that anti-Semitism 
and Fascism are gaining a stronger hold in this 
Province of Quebec, The affair of the Synagogue 
site in Quebec City has already been fully reported. 
Recently a bunch of organised ruffians attacked 
Jewish residents at Plage Laval, a resort near Mon- 
treal, with the result that one Jewish man was taken 
to hospital with serious eye injury.. The Canadian 
Jewish Congress has been in communication with 
the Attorney General's Department and has been 
assured that the entire matter will be probed and that 
police protection will be available so that the resi- 
dents of the area need have no fears. However, so 
far, no action has been taken to bring the guilty 
parties to justice. The Press has taken a scrious 
view of the matter and urges the authorities to stop 
such organised hooliganism, as violent anti-Semitism 
is something nat to be countenanced under the 
British flag. 

During the Parliamentary recess, members were 
busy on the hustings. There have been several by- 
elections for the Federal House and there has been 
a provincial election in Ontario, which resulted in 
the sweeping defeat of the Liberal Party. : 

- Special interest was attached to the by-election 
in the Cartier Division of Montreal, where the seat 
became vacant through the death of Peter Bercovitch. 

C.. who im turn had succeeded the late Sam 
Jacobs, K.C. Mr. Lazarus Phillips, K.C.. who was 
a law partner of the late Mr. Jacobs, was the 
Government-sponsored candidate in this riding. He 
was opposed by other Jewish candidates, Fred Rose 
running as a Labews candidate, but admittedly a 
Canadian Communist leader, David Lewis © the 
C.C.F. candidate, and H. Miller, Independent. The 
other candidate was a French Canadian, Papl Masse, 
who represented the Bloc Populaire. an almost 
openly pro-Fascist group whose doyen, Henri 
Bourassa, within recent months proclaimed ltaly and 
Spain as the truly Christian States of the modern 
world. They are also Gpposed to an all-out war 
effart 

The election was won by Pred Rose, shattering 
the bid of the Bioc Populaire Canadien candidate 
Ihe final count 
showed Fred Rose 5.767 and Paul Masse 5,506. with 
Phillips and Lewis getting nearly 8,000 votes between 
them 

The Cartier Division used to be recognised as a 
Jewish district, but the geographical area has been 
changed so that tt no tonger holds that distinction 
The Jews are a minority, with French Canadian and 
other minorimles making up the clectors. There is 
a large non-Jewish Ukrainian group in the riding 
who voted solidly for the Communust ticket 

In the provincial elections in Ontario the Liberal 
Government was swept from power and with H two 
Jewish candidates. Mr. Glass, however, in Toronto 
was beaten by Salzberg by a tremendous majority 
Mr. Salzberg ran as a Communist. He was well 
known as a competent Alderman of the City of 
Toronto, There. were several other Jewish candt- 
dates but they failed to get seats 

The whole political situation .is rather disquieting 
with the older parties losing the confidence of the 
nation and varipus new ideologies springing up all 
over the country. As one leading paper put it, “ It 
is time for Canadians to reflect soberly upon the fate 
of France when parties multiplied until freedom 
vanished.”

JEWS WITH THE RUSSIAN 
GUERRILLAS 


Death of Famous Leader 


The death has occurred at a Russian milisary 
hospital of a famous Jewish leader of a Latvian 
— band, Zalman Rybak, who had recently 

n seriously wounded in an engagement with a 
German force. 

Rybak, of Dvinsk. was one of the pioncers of the 
guerrilla movement in Latvia. When the Germans 
reached Dvinsk he closed his boot-repairing shop 
and proceeded to form a guerrilla detachment. His 
band operated in Latvia and Estonia and was suc- 
cessful in inflicting heavy losses on the Germans 
and in detecting and capturing a number of German 
spies in Red Army uniforms. 

Another herorc Jewish guerriila fighter, Reuben 
Zimmerman, aged 17, who witnessed the massacre 
of the Jewish population at Tugunov, was also 
wounded in the same engagement in which Rybak 
received his fata! wounds. He described Rybak as 
his grandfather and leader in guerrilla fighting. After 
the death of Rybak he vowed to return to his guer- 
rilla band to continue the work of his leader and he 
is soon to leave the military hospital:to fulfil his 
pledge 

Among the most active Soviet guerrilla bands in 
White Russia is one led by a Jew known as “ Shimon 
B.” His band has already killed over 2,000 German 
troops: During recent months his band has blown 
up thirteen German transports destroying officers, 
men, munitions, and food on its way to the Nazi 
front. The last achievement of the band was to 
biow up a German military train consisting of 40 
cars and cause the destruction of hundreds . of 
German soldiers and large quantities of munitions. 

“ Shimon B..”” who already holds the Order of 
the Red Star, has now been recommended for a 
second high award. 

Jewish guerrilla bands have lately been formed in 
Galicia and their activities have already caused con- 
siderable damage to the German war eflort. The 
German press mm Poland has now announced the 
formation of special German police units who have 
received instructions to destroy or capture the Jewish 
bands at all costs. So far, however, the Jewish 
bands. which éenioy the warmest friendship of the 
Polish population, have defeated all German efforts 
fo round them up .

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THE BOARD THAT WAS 


THE Board of Deputies met on Sunday last and, as far 


as its function of representing the Community is concerned, . 


it as good as committed suicide. 

On the day's agenda stood a motion by Mr. Leo Elton 
which, after drawing attention to the necessity of strict com- 

jance with the Board's constitution and of making truth- 
ul election returns, declared that the election of Professor 
Samson Wright and his colleagues by the Executive of ‘the 
Spitalfields Great Synagogue was not in accordance with 
the constitution and was, therefore, invalid. The debate 
on this grave resolution came on after a three-hour dis- 
cussion, in conditions of sweltering heat, on what were by 
comparison secondary matters. In the end, some 120 of 
those originally present had, not surprisingly, taken their 
departure, leaving principally the well-disciplined Caucus 
to deliver the coup de grdce. The debate lived up to the 
Caucus spirit and methods. Every attempt was made to 
shift the controversy from the real grave issue. - There were 
tearful complaints about the supposed unkindness of 
attacking a sick man (Professor Samson Wright), who in 
fact was nowhere and in no way assailed or even criticised. 
The Professor's record, as well as that of his family, was 
loudly invoked; though nobody had ever dreamed of calling 
cither m question. Opimions unpalatable to the Caucus 
were received with rowdyism, while throughout the pro- 
ceedings there was manifested irritating communication 
between the Caucus conductor. and the President. 

The whole rotienness of the state of the Board into which 
the Caucus methods have dragged it was luridly revealed by 
the explicit statement of the Chairman of the Board's Law 
and Parliamentary Committee, Dr. M. Epstein, who, in that 
capacity, we are told, had explored the question most 
thoroughly. His Committee, he said, felt that “ there was no 
douwblt that, if they approached this matter from a strictly legal 
point of view, the constitution had not been adhered fo.” Thus 
wad conceded the whole case for the rejected motion, and this 
concession was not one jot affected by the subsequent pleas 
which can Only be dismissed as pantomimic and unworthy of 
the time and attention of serious men. Dr. Epstcin’s statement 
nailed down the clection of Professor Wright both as a Deputy 
and, therefore, as Vice-President of the Board as irregular, and 
with it the similar farces alleged to have been enacted in the case 
of other members (into which the President, after Sunday's vote, 
now suggests an inquiry should be held). ht also brands the 
Caucus professions of democratic zeal as hollow, tmsincere, 
and hypocritical. 

There are some in the Community who. misled by interested 
propaganda, believe the entire trouble to be nothing mote 
serious than an exhibition of the recurring Jewish quarrelsome- 
ness. Others have been jostled and confused into believing 
that it is a fight. between two hostile parties of individuals, or 
between Zionists and anti-Zionisis, or between those who favour 
the Anglo-Jewish Association and those who prefer the Board 
of Deputies, or between assimilated and unassimilated Jews— 
and so on and so forth. Most of these suggestions are utter un- 
realities, or where they have some substance in fact, are definitely 
secondary questions as regards the present trouble. There are 
many who are frankly bored by all this squabbling and ar¢é' To 
mentally idle to grasp its significance, while yet others: bieat 
appeals. for “peace, peace, when there is no.peace.” Once 
again, therefore, we beg all Jews of fair, balanced, and inde- 


pendent minds, who want only peace with honour and security, 


to consider the real foot of all this trouble, the real position 
and all its implications. 
There was, until recently; a Board of Deputies, elected with 
a rough approximation to Gemocratic practice, the best that in 
all the circumstances could be contrived. It depended entirely 
for its successful functioning upon a gencral measure of good 
will, a decent practice of give and take, and a common deter- 
mination to make it work. In a rough and ready way, it was 
capable-——as it showed again and again-—of reflecting something 
like a fair picture of the feelings and opinions of the Com- 
munity. It aspired to be no more than.a consultative assembly 
deputed by Jewish congregations and bodies to deliberate, in 


harmony and with only the. general weal at heart, on the 
ecneral needs and anxieties of British Jewry. It functioned for, 


gencrations on these lines, and its story of work accomplished 
and of its. relations with the non-Jewish world is a tribute in 
which all of us can take pride. 


Suddenty, the pernicious plan was evolved in the minds of a |

The Party system, in its most vile form, was set up with 
coupon clections and all the rest of it. Opponents in debate 
are subjected, as we have seen, to noisy interruptions until only 
those with stentor voices can make themselves heard. The once 


* earnest discussions on public policy are largely replaced, as 


Dr. Brodetsky belatedly recognises, by time-wasting recrimina- 
tions. Any views opposed by the Caucus are brushed aside 
— their owners subjected to the full “party” blast. And 

this whole process of turning the Board into a squalid farce has 
been carried out witha levity that only adds to the shame 
and the scandal of it. 

Finally, last Sunday the climax was reached when, under 
the control of the Caucus, a decision was taken which 
clearly proclaimed that the Board of Deputies has to all intents 
and purposes ceased to exist: its constitution can be flouted with 
its own overwheimifg approval, the putting in of fallacious 
returns is tacitly sanctioned and the Deputies themselves are 
proclaimed a body of appointees for whom anything like 
election can be dispensed with. By a single stroke democracy has 
been thrown overboard and the rule of a little clique from 
Great Russell Street, as stupidly blind to the real interests of the 
paramount cause of Zionism which they are charged to further 
as they are ruthlessly careless of the true opinion of the Jews 
‘yn this country, has been set_firmly in the saddle. Thus the 
Board in its present condition is plainly revealed, beyond any 
further argument, as no longer the representative of Anglo- 
Jewry but merely the embalmed corpse of its former self, its 
limbs moved by a narrow party machine to give the appearance 
of a representative body—a deception and a sham. Indeed, 
there 1s no longer any more call for non-Caucus members to 
attend its meetings, since all is cut and dried at Great Russell 
Street, principally according to decisions of the officials there, 
before the Board even meets. They will always have their way, 
for the Board is no longer the voice of Anglo-Jewry; it is the 
property of a little Caucus—by right of capture! 

Let sensible men, in whatever camp they may be found, 
consider in the cold light of facts the implications of all this. 
The Board, by Caucus vote, has virtually flouted its constitution. 
The human aspect of things, it was argued, must be considered, 
and also the habits of any congregation that disregards the 
constitution—if only, perhaps, because it did not “take these 
If this lighthearted way of 
treating the constitutions of public bodies is to be condoned 
and encouraged, to what abuses and what anarchy would not 
the Community expose itself? And why punish irregularities of 
Officials of institutions if all around them is this blatant laxity 
of public standards? Why, indeed, go to the trouble of framing 
constitutions at all? 

Nor is this by any means all, The A.J.A. has been turned 
out of the Joint Foreign Committee. If the decision to do so 
had been reached by a normal Board instead of as the result 
of Caucus machine-work, the Association would probably have 
bowed to what would have had some claim to be the expression 
of Anglo-Jewry’s views, But now, not only are great question’ 
affecting our foreign coreligionists to be entrusted to the con- 
trol of the same tiny clique, but the. way has been opened to 
Hther serious moves. One day the Community may wake up 
to the grave fact that Anglo-Jewry, to all appearances through 
this so-called representative institution, has been tied hand and 
foot to the mainly American “ World Jewish Congress.” Before 
it knows where it is, H may be committed to the grossest 
blunders for which not only the tiny clique, whose personal 
answerableness is insignificant, but all Jewish men and women 
throughout this country may have to pay in sorrow and in tears. 

Let us repeat: this controversy is not a mere quarrel between 
the Board and the A.J.A., or between Zionists (whose cause 
stands only to lose by being. dragged in the mire of a totally 
uncalled-for party “ putsch”).and anti-Zionists, or between 
foreign Jews and native Jews. It is, the vital question of how 
this Community is 10 be run-~—whether by a freely elected body 
of independent individuals or by a small band ‘of bureaucrats: 


. on ordered and legitimate lines or ‘by the high hand of a party 


machine which has both the time and the money fo enforce 
its own success. It is worse than useless to talk peace. until this 
issue is fought out once and for all. Such false appeals had better 
be left to the Nazis who denounced the Allied Nations as war- 
mongers because they would not lie down under a Nazi peace. 
We had better remember that on the way this threat from a 
Caucus is handled depends not alone our own good repute and 
security as British Jewry but the. happiness of our children and 
our children’s children, 


The time for plain speaking has come. We call.on the Presi- -- 


dent of the Board, to whose keeping the Board of Deputies was 
committed as a solemn trust—and whe was never installed by the 
Community to be the Trojan Horse of the Cauctis—to do his 
plain duty, to save it from the abyss. This he can do if, as 
President of the Zionist Federation, he demands an end. forth- 
with to the Caucus and all its ways. Failing that, the Community 
must take its destiny into its own control, and, without more 
ado, must prepare the necessary measures to make it absolutely 
clear and beyond misunderstanding that such'a Board of Deputies 
has no right whatsoever to speak in ifs name or to commit it in 
any way, in fact has no moral right whatsoever to the title of 
Board of Deputies of British Jews. 


“FOR WAYS THAT ARE DARK .. .” 


“For ways that are dark and for tricks that are vain the 
heathen Chinee is peculiar.”

Tf he had been alive to-day he would have learnt how gratui- 


tously he had wronged the Chinese and would have given the 
palm for chicanery to the truly heathen Germans instead, This is 
plain from the latest trick with which the Nazi propagandists are 
now busy. It consists in the bright idea of providing holidays 
for prisoners of war, “the idea,” according to Trooper John 
Hazell, one of the victims quoted by the. News CHRONICLE,

A NAZI HOME FROM HOME 


It was not, of course, to Dachau or any other concentra- 


tion camp that the prisoners were taken for a holiday, nor to 
view the architectural splendours of Hamburg and Cologne 
preserved in safety by Hitler's system and Goering’s invincible 
Luftwaffe—any more than the pre-war missionaries of good 
will to Naziland were shown the real Nazidom at work. On 
the contrary, as is stated by Trooper Hazel, they were 
given “a capital time,” the German officer in charge “ doing 
all he can to see” that this was so, and being “ very successful” 
at the job. “I can tell you lots about the fine places we have 
visited,” the trooper goes on to say. “ It is the nearest thing to 
home life we have had for three-years "——in fact, a real home 
from home, as the seaside boarding-house advertisements 


used to say in the time when the Germans were not 


smashing the houses themselves. Not the dullest dog, however, 
among our pro-Nazi enthusiasts can be taken in by this trick, 
for the plan is plain. Its purpose is not to give the unfortunate 
captives a good time—a ‘thing for which everyone would be 
only too heartily glad—but ip the first instance to dispose 
them in favour of an imaginary kind-hearted and innocent 
Germany. 


CASE FOR GOVERNMENT ACTION 


Tue second of the Huns’ cunning intentions is to sow in any 
minds which a terrible fate may have rendered receptive, the seeds 
of Nazism for post-war German exploitation when they might 
sprout in the prisoners’ homeland. And, finally, to convert the 
relatives who receive the prisoners’ letters to an equally useful 
frame of mind. Be it remembered that Germany took some 60,000 
or 70,000 British prisoners before the evacuation from Dunkirk 
and in the subsequent battle of France. These are, for the most 
part, men of an impressionable age. Some of them, no doubt, have 
had their powers of judgment warped by three years’ confinement 
in a Nazi prison camp and therefore may be more or less 
easy dupes. Their ciders, too, may be expected to feel, for 
the first time, a tinge of tolerance for the Nazis, and to think 
that perhaps after all the devil is not as black as he is painted. 
How useful all this*will be when Germany comes to surrender 
and, above all, when she tries to start her preparations for the next 
world war, needs no stressing for those who have studied and 
know their Teuton Beast. In a word, just another bit of 
“ reinsurance " such as the unscrupulous Bismarck was. wont to 
practise and recommend. It is, surely, up to our own Govern- 
ment to take very full counter-measures if the present knavish 
tricks are not to prove very far from vain. It is not suggested 
that the infected prisoners should be placed in a sort of intel- 
lectual quarantine when they return. Much could be done, 


‘however, by constructive statesmanship, to care for them with 


particular sympathy for and appreciation of their mental! and 
spiritual condition, to undeceive them, and to help them to find 
their moral bearings and a correct perspective again. This 
duty we ewe imperatively not only to these poor men who have 
suffered so much but to the nation as a whole. -There may well 
be a real peril involved here. 


“HOW THE BEASTLY BUSINESS BEGINS” 


“| wave had many strange interviews,” writes the London 
Diarist in the Evening STANDARD, “ but none more curious 
than a meeting I have just had in Harley Street.” He goes on 
to describe how he went to meet the Secretary of the Medical 
Policy Association, a group composed largely of Harley Street 


specialists and formed to fight the proposals for a State Medical ° 


Service. To his surprise he was met by four surgeons, He 
was given a chair “ in the full light of the window,” while the 
surgical quartet either faced him. or lurked more or less 
in the shadows. Two of them, who were unknown to him, 
coyly refused their names. To this “ Ku-Klux-Klannish 
gathering "—-one of them in white overalls—-he explained ‘that 
he had read one of the Bulletins of the Medical Policy Associa- 
tion, which was strongly anti-Semitic. He wanted to know 
how anti-Semitism would save them from State control. The 
answer was that they were not anti-Semitic, but only against 
P.E.P. (Political and Economic Planning) because it was the 
originator of the State Service idea. They added that Mr. Israel 
Moses Sieff (by the way, how beloved that full name has always 
been by Fascists!) provided a considerable part of the P.E.P. 
funds. Ali four stood by the paragraphs in that bulletin which 


attributed the interference with their profession to Fascism and 


“ International Jewish Financiers.” The names of Sieff, Roth- 
schild, Sassoon, Baruch, Guggenheim, Warburg, and Niemeyer 
were cited in this attack. But the surgeons insisted that they 
were not against the Jews, but against “Jewish Fascism— 
international financial control by the Jews.” In pursuit of their 
purpose, a bulletin they had circulated referred approvingly, 
says the EveninG STANDARD, to the notorious Protocols of the 
Elders of Zion. 


“IT MUST BE THE FAULT OF THE JEWS” 

Now all this comes not from ignorant men unaccustomed to 
analytical examination, but from surgeons trained to seek and 
honour the truth. The object, of course, ts clear—to fight 
the proposed State Service by damning it as “Jewish.”

A CRIME 


organnatvions——religious, political, tr union, co- 
operative, and musce y—passed resolutions 
calling upon the Government to introduce ~ 
thon the “ stirring up of racial hatr 
criminal] ehoe, expressing disappointment im the 
Bermuda Canference, and asking the Government to 
grant block visas for refugees, and to lift the restric- 
tions on Jewish refugee unmigration Palestine 
for the duration of the war. The conference was 
held at the Houldsworth Hall, Deansgate, Alderman 
Wright Robinson presiding. 

Dr. ©. J.. Wright, President of the Manchesier, 
Salford, and District Pree Church Federal Council, 
in moving the official resolution, said that to-day 
anty-Semitism was inciprent Hitieriam: was in 
fundamental opposition to the whole British sense of 
pustice and Wherty, and raised a moral and religious 
mae on which he could only be silent by repudia- 
ting all that he held dear. 

Germs refugee, whom the Chairman referred 
to as 
Jews in Germany and related an incident.in Frank- 
fort in 1938 when, during the pogrom. the British 
C oasel opened his house and garden and over 2,000 
people found refuge there. That. he said, was in 
the finest tradition of the British Consular Service. 

An. addendum to the main resolution, proposed 
by Councillor S. Needoff, on behalf of the Cheetham 
Liberal Club, calling for legislation against com- 
munity was withdrawn im favour of one

Seana anything of human nature, these Jews wanted 
to have their whack at the Germans who had forced 
anti-Semitism on Italy, and to have their whack at 
them as Jews. There were stilt Jews in France who 
would gladly cross to Italy to join the fighting force. 
It would not be casy. But i would not be harder 
than the crossing the Jews made to Portugal from 
Vichy France. There were thousands of Jews in 
Switzerland who would leave their neutrality to 
fight. Europe is heaving. The oppressed peoples 
As the forces of Liberty 
advanced the avengers would appear behind the 
retreating foes. All the oppressed peoples of Europe 
would have to settle with the foes. But as the Bishop 
of Chichester said in the House of Lords a few weeks 
ago: “Whatever Hitler has done to the Czechs, 

orwegians, Dutch, Poles, and the rest, against no 
one people has Hitler declared a war of total ex- 
tinction as against the Jews.” And those ¢c 
of Europe who have ‘suffered as Jews have have a 
right to exact vengeance as Jews. - 


’ Nucleus of Army in Being 


Alderman H. E. Goodrich, J.P. L.C.C., said that 
if their Jewish friends, in their desire to play their 
part in the prosecution of this war, wanted a Jewish 
Army, then he saw no objection whatever to them 
having their own units. He knew that they were 
anxious to fight side by side with the Allies with 
one object—to exterminate the would-be ecxtermin- 
ators. He had a recollection of a Jewish unit in the 
last war, and he was. surprised that this method had 
not been followed carlier in this war. He was im 
entire agreement that winning the war was a long 

way off. At the recent Labour Party Conference it 
was mentioned that there were 30,000 Palestinian 
Jews waging war with them in North Africa and doing 
a good spot of work. They would make quite a 
large unit, and it might well have been that they 
should have bad the opportunity of fighting as a 
Jewish unit instead of being lost amongst others. 
The Jewish Army movement had received the support 
of many politicians of both Houses of: Parliament. 
The Jews were entitled to express their views and to 
ask for a Jewish Army which to them was an all- 
important thing, so that they could get to grips 
with those who wished to exterminate them. 

Councillor John D. Mack, M.P., said that Jews 
were not 4 second-class nation and therefore had a 
right to have a Jewish Army like other. Allied nations. 
Jews had a right to live equally with other people in 
this world. They claimed no superiority: they 
claimed to be equal citizens in a frée and untouered 
world. Jews had a right to fight in their owa army 
because they had suffered more. 


A Dual Problem 


Congressman Will Rogers, Jor.. member of the 


Foreign Affairs Committee of the U.S. House of : 


Representatives, said that this question of a Jewish 
Army was a kind of dual problem, a problem which 
they in America underst more clearly than in 
England. in America they had many big sections of 
ple, and"they had assimilated millions. They had 
ad difficulties and feuds, and they. even had an 
anti-British clement in the United States. But they 
also had a very great British heritage—the heritage 
of tolerance, and in that way they had overcome these 
racial antagonisms. They had overcome  afii- 
Semitism, and British tolerance would overcome that 
too. 

Captain Jeremiah Helpern said that he was speaking 
as a representative or as one of those who belonged 
to the stateless and homeiess Jews, although he was 
a Palesfinian. Often he was accused of saying things 
which were not very picasant. He was a foreigner 
and he was told, “What right have you to make such 
speeches. while enjoying the hospitality of this 
country ?" Hewas often accused of being unfriendl 
towards the British. Ht was not correct. The Britis 
had a very sincere friend not only in him, but in all 
those millions of Jews like him. “Give us mumitions, 
give us rifles, send us to the right places,” be said, 

‘and then you will see whether we are your friends 
or not.” He pleaded with the British and American 
Governments to give Jews this opportunity. 

On the motion of Lt.-Cok Ivor M. Rosenbaum, 
seconded by Mr. Harris, the following resolution 
was unanimously adopted : 

“This meeting of citizens and residents of North London 
approves and supports the work of the Jewish Army Com- 
mitiee to urge on the Allied Goveraments the formation of 
a Jewish Army of Refugee, Stateless, and Palestinian Jews 
and volunteers.” 

The formation of a local committce was urged. 


THE FATE OF THE JEW 
Airman’s Pathetic Record 


In the course of a letter to last Sunday's SUNDAY 
EXpRt SS an anonymous Jewish airman wrote: 

am Polish Jew. In Jufic, 1941, lost my miother. 
father, and three marricd sisters when the Germans murdered 
4.000 Jews in Wilno. 

“it is only three months since ich a Spanish concentra- 
tien camp, where I. was detained 18 months. Before that I 
lived as an outlaw in so-called Free France: lived for a year 
under the German rulé in Beigiem: went through the cam- 
paign in Flanders; was in a ship which was sudk off Boulogne 
in May, 1940.

Professor Wright's Statement Read

Elections to be Investigated ? 


The President added some comments, in which he 
said there had been a statement made in the press 
about the elections of a large number of Meputies 
to that body. He did not believe they could allow 
a statement of that sort to be made without its being 
considered. Therefore, he intended at the next 
meeting of the Law and Parliamentary Commitice 
to ask at to go into this matter and perhaps appoint 
an absolutely impartial body to go into this whole 
question of clections. 

He would like to say that the work of the Board 
and of the community as a whole had in the last 
couple of months been pushed to a very low level by 
considerations which were based upon all sorts of 
interests, most of which had nothing to do with the 
interests of the community. As far as they were 
concerned in the offices of the Board, it was impos- 
sible to ect on with any job. Their time was taken 
up with irrelevant matters which had nothing to do 
with the interests of Jewry in this country or Outside. 

A Deputy: Whose fault? 

The President: It is everybody's fault. It is the 
fault of both sides. It is the fault of the Press and 
it is my fault, because [ belteve thal a time comes 
when it is the business of the President to say,“ You 
carry on im a certain way; otherwise | am no 
longer your President.” 1 want the Board to know 
that this procedure must come to an cud and I say 
this to both sides. This was how the energy of the 
conwmunity was being used up at the present moment 
at a time when they were told on the evidence o 
Washington that something like 4,000,000 Jews had 
been exterminated in Europe. They had sat there 
that day from 3 to 7.30 p.m. without discussing all 
these questions, and this could ‘not.go on.

Luncheon Raises £1,115 


The sum of £1,115 was realised for the Home and 
Hospital for Jewish Incurables as the result of a 
luncheon which was given by Mr. Louis Krohnberg, 
representing the garment industry, at the Savoy 
Hotel last week.

Mr. Krohnberg pointed out that this was the first 
time in its history that the fashion trade, as such, 
was making an appeal for the Home.

“ united chest " with the object of making a monthly 
drive on.behalf of charitable funds, and that a Com- 
mittee should be appointed with authordy to distri- 
bute the money without differentiating between Jew 
and Gentile.

Autumnal Care 


of your Skin

PRING-CLEANING is an obvious home. task. 
But very few women realise that so far as their 
complexious and hair are concerned it is even 

more important to have a Sore autumn check 
over before the dark days come. Even if your brief 
spell from work this year was spent within walking 
or panes Sees your home, you no doubt sat 
out in the stn whenever it shone. And, like so 
many other women to-day, you have more or less 
discarded a hat for anything but ceremonial wear. 

Obviously the sunshine did you a lot of good and 
this has since been reflected in your looks and in the 
improved condition of your hair. But, just the same, 
strong shine, although it permeates throughout 

our syStem and revives and refreshes you, has a 

lly coarsening effect on your skin, and, com- 
bined with the dust and dirt, tends to make your 
hair look dank and listless. | 

So it is a wise plan to look into both these matters 
forthwith. Your skin will need feeding to replace 
in the tiny glands the oil that the sun has dried out. 
Otherwise wrinkles and vein marks will appear as 
s0On as your summer tan’ has worn off. Get a 
reliable brand of face cream and rub this genitly into 
the skin at night. Avoid washing when you are hot 
or during the day when your make-up needs re-doing. 
Instead, wipe over your face and neck with a piece 
of cotton wool on which are sprinkled a few drops 
of liquid paraffin. Then re-do your face with cream 
and powder as usual. 

The same advice goes for the night's final clean- 
up, but in this case you can follow on the paraffin 
rub with a bathing with warm water, and a gentle 
but firm rub with your face flannel. When you have 
dried your face, carefully rub in the cream at once 


. before the pores have had time to close again. 


Steaming is Excellent: 


Steaming is excellent for skin that has deen 
exposed to sunlight and wind. You only need take 
up a kettle of really boiling water, and pour a little 
of it at a time in the basin, adding to is as the 
strength of the steam. lessens. Cover your head and 
neck with your towel and lean well over the hot 
water, to which you should add a few teaspoons of 
vinegar. After you have steamed your face for about 
twenty minutes, splash it with tepid water and rub 
in cream 

And now for your hair. First of all, the same old 
wisdom on which I invariably insist should receive 
new and insistent attention. Brush your hair 
well, if possible twice daily, so that the dust and soot. 
which have alighted on it during the day have not 
a chance of getting absorbed into the scalp. And 
you must keep your brushes and comb clean, wash- 
ing them if necessary every two or three days and 
always keeping them im esther a drawer or a bag 
away Trom any dust 

if you are engaged in particularly dusty activity, 
such as domestic work or the cleaning of fireplaces, 


and there is no overseer to enforce your wearing 


a cap, make it a set rule to tie up your head with a 
scarf and be sure to wash this scarf often. . Oh, | 
know that some girls ss to me that brushing 
their hair takes out the curls they have so laboriously 
. But, “ my dears,” I always reply, “ why 
don't you go in for a reliable * perm,” when you 
will find that the more you brush your hair the 
curlier it will get? ” 
Next to or, better still, twice daily, 
wash your hair at least once a week with a soft-soap 
preparation, Rinse it well, adding a little vinegar 
to the final water. Dry it thoroughly, preferably if 
you have time in the day in the open air or the 
sun, if not, either by electric drier or in front of a 
stove, After it is dry, set it, and fix your curlers. 
If you set it and put in the curlers when it is still 
wet, it will not only tend to “ frizz most unbe- 
comingly, but the drying tendency you are out to 
correct will also actually be increased, 


Hints on Dry Hair Treatment 


_ If your hair is véry dry just pat a little brilliantine 
on to it while itis still wet. I do not advise the use 
of brilliantine or oi!) applications to correct dryness 
as a basic rule. Actually, the dry head has oi! ' ands 
that are sluggish and will not do their job. If you 


apply oil externally, the glands just stay put and. 


make no effort on their own. It is far better to 
tone up the scalp with friction by brushing, scrupu- 
lously removing any dirt or dust that might clog 
the glands, and Tet therm get busy on their own. 

So the dry-hair girl must wash her hair often; 
on the other hand, the sufferer from greasy hair 
should cut down the washing and concentrate on 
brushing and rubbing her hair in a dry warm towel. 
She has oil glands which through slight debility 
exude too much oil, and every time she washes it 
away they just begin again. She must look to her 
diet and see she is getting her full quota of vitamins, 
and get all the fresh air she cam both for her head 
and to breathe into her lungs. . 

With these little extra attentions now you will face 
up to the winter with a complexion and a coiffure 
that will have benefited and not suffered from the 
exposure to sun, wind,.and weather of the warm 
days.

MR. FRED JACKSON'S VIEWS 


The fourteenth annaga! general meeting of the members of 
Telephone Rental, Led. was held on September 13 at the 
registered office Works, Martell Road.

The Chairman, in the course of his speech, said : Prom the 
profit and loss account it will be seen that the drvidends from 
the subudiary operating Compames amount to £1 36,600. com- 
pared with £133,820 for the similar period last year.
